This Petition is filed for the purpose of having the Office accept a new 
declaration in the present application without being executed by William R. Lehman, 
who is a named inventor. 

An application for patent may be accepted when one of the inventors refuses 
to execute an oath or declaration, provided the requirements of 37 CFR § 1.47(a) are 
satisfied. These requirements are as follows:

All the requirements of 37 CFR § 1.47(a) have been satisfied. 

A. First Requirement: Executed Declarations of Available Inventors. 
The present application was originally filed naming a single inventor, William 

R. Lehman, with an executed Declaration. However, there actually were two 
inventors, William R. Lehman and David A. Stout. As a result, a Request to Correct 
Inventorship is attached hereto as Attachment A and a newly executed Declaration 
and Power of Attorney is attached hereto as Attachment B, which has only been 
signed by Mr. Stout. 

Mr. Lehman executed a Declaration as a sole inventor in the application on 
December 14, 2001, and which was filed with the application on December 17, 2001. 

B. Second Requirement: Signing on Behalf of Non-Signing Inventor. 
Under MPEP § 409.03(a), a declaration signed by the other joint inventor with 

the signature block of the non-signing inventor left blank may be treated as having 
been signed by all the available joint inventors on behalf of the non-signing inventor. 
It is respectfully submitted that the blank signature block for Inventor Lehman 
appearing in the Declaration and Power of Attorney executed by Inventor Stout 
(Attachment B) is sufficient to satisfy the requirement of MPEP § 409.03(a) of having 
the available joint inventor sign on behalf of the non-signing inventor. 
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C. Third Requirement: Proof of Refusal to Sign. 

This paper satisfies the requirement of filing a petition requesting that the 
present Petition and application papers be accepted without an oath or declaration 
executed by Inventor Lehman. Under Rule 47(a), the petition must be accompanied 
by proof of Inventor Lehman's refusal to execute an oath or declaration in this 
application. Proof of this refusal is set forth below. 

The invention disclosed and claimed in the present application resulted from 
work performed by the named Inventors. With Inventor Stout's knowledge, Inventor 
Lehman filed a patent application (Application Serial No. 10/015,583) covering this 
invention on April 25, 2000, however, it was without Inventor Stout's knowledge that 
Inventor filed the application naming only Lehman as a sole inventor. Subsequently, 
on December 14, 2001, Lehman assigned 50% of his rights in the application and any 
patent(s) issuing therefrom to Stout, as evidenced by the Recordation of Assignment, 
dated December 17, 2001 (Reel 012406, Frame 0719), attached hereto as Attachment 
C. On April 17, 2002, Lehman and Stout each assigned their entire right, title and 
interest in the application and any and all patent(s) issuing therfrom to American Safe 
Air, Inc., as evidenced by the Recordation of Assignment (Reel 012877, Frame 0402), 
dated May 8, 2002, attached hereto as Attachment D. 

On September 23, 2004, an Office Action rejecting all currently pending 
claims over newly cited art was mailed. Upon review of the Office Action and file 
history, it was determined that the inventorship of the application needed to be 
corrected to add Mr. David A. Stout and that the Office Action could be overcome by 
filing a new Declaration and Power of Attorney and a Declaration of Prior Invention 
signed by both Mr. Lehman and Mr. Stout. Mr. Stout has signed both documents. 
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However, Mr. Lehman has not, even though they were personally presented to him on 
October 22, 2004. 

In fact, Inventor Lehman personally indicated that he refused to execute the 
declaration papers that were delivered to him in on October 22, 2004. Evidence of 
this refusal is attached in Attachment E, which is a Statement from Mr. B. E. Irby 
who, as an agent for the assignee in the present application, personally meet with and 
presented the Declarations and other necessary application papers to Inventor Lehman 
on October 22, 2004. As Mr. Irby's Statement indicates, Inventor Lehman personally 
informed Mr. Irby that he refused to sign any of the above-identified Declarations 
presented to him by Mr. Irby on October 22, 2004. 

It is respectfully submitted that the foregoing remarks and the attachments to 
this paper are sufficient as proof of Inventor Lehman's refusal to execute an oath or 
declaration in connection with the present application.
